1. Qiyas Results: 

• Qudrat scores measures a students aptitude

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2. Harvard University: 



During the summer vacation, 20 students (12 girls and 8 boys) travelled to America to study at Harvard university 
in Boston. Each student had to choose two subjects ranging from mathematics and science to psychology and 
architecture. 

During 7 weeks each student studied two subjects for 4 hours a day and they did mid-course and end of course 
examinations. 

They joined normal courses studied by first year students of Harvard. Our students who had just finished year 10 or 
year 11 achieved marks ranging from As to Cs. 

The importance of these students achievements cannot be understated. They achieved excellent results in one of the 
best universities in the world and they were one or two years younger than other students. Professor Richard Elmore 
from Harvard Universities has stated that the most marked improvement in schools occurs, when we challenge 
students to do their best.

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3. Work Hard Get Smart: 

I have been talking to some senior students about their progress at school. A few year 12 students work too hard 

at home (in excess of 30 hours a week) 

Some student do only a few hours (less than 5 hours a week) 

I suggest that students should be working at home about 15-20 hours each week 

Many students cram for examination and believe that memorization is the most important thing in gaining exams 
success. 

These are some simple guidelines for being a good student in the senior years. 

• Do all the work that a teacher sets, do it to the best of your ability, and do it on time. 

• When you do not understand, ask questions until you do understand. 

• Remember that hard work is more important than ability. 

• Remember that. 

Learning = understanding and memorizing. 
Never memorize anything you do not understand. 

Acknowledge that you cannot maximize your understanding if you have not memorized basic facts. 

Some Other Guidelines: 

• Review each night for a week before quizzes. 

• Review for mid-year and final examinations for at least 8 weeks. 

Ineffective study methods include: 

• Reading textbook and notes. 

• Cramming for examinations in the last week or last few days. 

Effective study methods include: 

• Discussing, asking and answering questions. 

• Making summaries. 

• Making testing summaries and using them to review. 

• Doing old examination questions and correcting your answers. 

• Revising materials 2-3 times if it is easy and you have some prior knowledge. 

• Revising 4-5 times if the material is new and challenging. 

• The revision of material (2-3) or (4-5) should be spread over a number of weeks. 

The students who do best in examinations are those who are able to simulate the examinations conditions for some 
of their study time- i.e. test yourself.
